In the he.irt of Afr cu. year.-i ago, two 
wh Ui men mot. Una w:u old, ftray- 
liaiied awl ill; the other young and en- 
thnsiastlo. The cider man was one 
wlina ' fanii' ai an African o.vploret 
K.i^ world wide, but for yea:s the civ- 
iii/.i'il World had lost si;;lit of him. 
Scicntilic associations wora asking vain- 
ly. "What has become of Ur. Llvin;:- 
stoiie!"' 

As a corr.spondeut of the Now Yorlt 
IltraH, the younger man hud disiin- 
gulshed himself for indoraitnbio perS'V 
veranto, rapid decision ami storliiig 
ooinmon-sonae, and to 1H7U he was 
rhoacn by Mr. lit nnott, its proiirit tor, 
III lind I.ivinirsljjne. His story Is wi'll 
known ' Draw ii IhoiLHund pounds 
now," said Mr. Uunnett. "au<l wlien 
you have gone thtoogb that draw an- 
other thoujand, and so on, but jlni 
lAvingatont."

Worn by fatigue, sur- 
rounded by InsuUird uate natives, n\ou 
rojoinu man than Stanley would have 
given up the UMi''|iial cunlostwlthcirenm- 
stauces and ;;oiie back, but tills Stan- 
ey never thoiylit of doing. Ho iimi 
luitli in (!o<l. IU liimself and his pur- 
pose In his journal he wrote, and the 
words glow with . an energy that is su' 
bllme and deserve a placem the mem- 
ory of every young man: 

No living man shall stop me; only 
death can prevent mo. Uut death 
not even this; I sbaU not die— I will not 
die— I can notdiel Something tolls me 
I sliall lind lilm, and writo it lar<rur, 

FIND him! find IIIH! 

Full of the intensity of conviction, a 
faith bom of taith in God, Stan- 
ley pressed on, hoedless of hard 
ihips, till one d.ay lio, with his 
Mrty, caiiiit in si^;''! of Lake 
Fanganikm aud a little lator he stood 
hi tha preoenoe oi the great traveler, 
who for years had lost tidings of his 
native land, and had almost ceased to 
look for aid from his countrymen. 

Diit for tho faith of Stanley, Dr. Liv- 
in|;r.tone might have died of starvation, 
and the world remained ignorant of Us 
fate. 

The stIbaM)iient eaniar of Stanley has 

brought into still greater prominence 
his sublinio faith and the resolute per- 
sistonce which is. satistied with nothing 
but tha attahtmimt of his ol^aet, aoa 
which has already placed tha worid 
deeply In his debt.

APES FI8HINQ FOR GRABS. 

A Java Bpeelea That Rerrlflrea Its Cunirnrt 
to IU r>luto-An Alilo-Bodled CrsV 

"They have on thfc ,:ou«t ot Java a 
peculiar lou^-tailed upu, aud a sand 
crab that ;;rows to an extraordinary 
size and posseisus great streagtli in its 
claws," said a gentleman who lived in 
Java years ago. "Tho uiies aro par- 
ticularly fonil of the cr.ibi, whirli are 
very shy and wonderfully i|nii:k in iIict 
movements. They live in deeu lioles 
in the sand, but spon.-l much of tho r 
linii) on the ontsiile ol their lioles, 
w.iiTO tliey run and I op aliouL Tliey 
range In .size from that of a silver dol- 
lar lo that of our edible crabs. Their 
daws aru uot large, but have a gi^p 
that is vise-like. The aixui mako ilally 
ails on (hii liaunt.4 of the crab<, 
iii't o c;isiona'ly siiccce I, by crC'iping 
i-U'ail lily to within a few feet of a 
group ufthoiu, is springing upcm tbciu 
aud capturing one b-ifora tliey liavo 
seampero.I to tli'ilr liol'-. I'sually, 
However, tiie crabi ai.; -^ii wary that 
while the »tic is still in Ihu air tluring 
his spring toward them, th(,y liave sop- 
aratel and disapiMtared Into tue 
irrouiid. The It; e, liiiding himself too 
slow to iiKiki) a eapUire. tlirn rowi'ts to 
a b;t o( suuti'gy to secure a dinner. His 
inudo o( linul capture inllicLs upon liiin 
a pang of physical sufleriug which is 
(ru'iuently luoru than ho can bear, but 
his love (or tlio crab as a morsel of food 
is so strong that ho never liesitutes to 
accept tlie porsonal discomfort which 
Its captura involves, and usut^lly boars 
it with a stoicism which' nilght inspire 
admiration if It were not for its ooi^- 
I'al sidi'. 

"Wliiin thi- irii! linds that ho Is foi'.ml 
in his lillort to capture a crab by sprlug- 
Ini' at a group, be backs himself up to 
a hole into which one has d sappoaro.l. 
S iting down, ho thrusts his long tail 
into the liola Tho crab, to punish 
such unwonted Intnision, saisM the end 
ot the tail in Ita strong olaws the mo- 
ment It approaches near enoutrh. Any 
one who may have been so Tortunutc 
a.s to liidii liiriisi'lf in the bnslics unob- 
served by thu ajw making the raid, will 
baveahard time to restrain his laughter 
whon tho critical momont of contact 
lxii.wi'en tha erab's claw and the apo's 
tail is reashad. There is a look of 
comical suspense on tho ape's face as 
he thrusts iiii ta 1 down into tiie hole 
When the crab clcscson the tail tho ex- 
pression of suspunse departs. The a\>o 
gives an involuutai y start, und then sotr 
this back on lils haunches, while ho 
closes his tui'th togftlier with a deter- 
mined air, and evontua ly, spring ng 
forward, out comes the tall from thu 
hole, #lth the crab dangling to iu In- 
stantly tho ano swishes his tail forward 
and Ijriiigs tin- i-nili to thi- ground with 
a (urcu that stuns it and causes U to 
drop its grip. With a atom jt|m ape 
smashes the shell ot the OMV Md is 
soon picking out the moat and prooseil- 
Ing with his meal 

'•One day I was watohlng a 
large ape llshing In this way for 
crabs. Tho apes are as siiy ai 
the creatures they bunt so persistently, 
and the least sound from the brush will 
send tliem scampering away. The npu 
I wiu watching matte a dbmal failin-n 
of his attempt to spring on a crab, and 
at once proco ded to fish one out of a 
hole, lie selected a hole into which I 
bad seen a very large crab disappiMir, 
and I aiilicipaled (iiii. The api-'s tad 
had gone its full length into the hole 
before bis faco Indioated that the crab 
had made Its connection. Suddimly ho 
pivo a start and a \ell. He bout his 
tioily nearly double. ' und slapped his 
hani'is on his knees and wagged bis 
head, with his teeth closed tight and 
his lips drawn down, while on his face 
was a look of agony and despair doiih 
ly inten-ilii'd. He' in;ulii si'veral a!- 
tempts to withdraw bis tail, but full 
back each time and howled as tho crab 
drew it taut Te:irs actually ran down 
the ludicrous face of the sutl'ering ape, 
and when ho clapped both hands to his 
forehead and swavod his Ixidy to 
and fro like a little old man tortured 
by tlie tootliache, howling dismally the 
while, I could no longer restrain my 
self, and yelled with laughter. Tliis 
frightened the ape, and he gave a quick 
spring forward. Out came the crab 
and away went the ape. The irab 
hung to the tall, and as far ivs 1 could 
maintained Its hold, in spite of ihe 
way it was laslied and trailed as the ape 
flew over the ground, yelling at every 
lump, Ue diaappearotl in the thick 
irush, bat how he divested himself ol 
the crab I never know."— K T. Sun.

Cullough, the actor, died at five 
minutes past 1 o'clock at bis rcsidonce, 
261 East Thompson street. He pass- 
ed away without a struggle, and did 
not eveu utter a groan. 

He had been brough here from the 
New York uyluin a couple of weeks 
ago. Mis improvement the past few 
lays had been so marked that his 
death has caused considerable sur- 
prise. His physicians had given bis 
family and friends reason to hope foi- 
liis linal recovery, and that he would 
return to the Stage. McCullough 
leaves a widow, two SOUS and one 
laugbler. 

His failing mental i)0\vers were 
lirst apparent in January, 18S1. and 
n April of tliat year be failed alto- 
gether in "Othello" in Washington, 
ills ailment manifested itself thence- 
forth in the loss of memory. At 
times the prompter had to follow 
him about the stage. He went to 
Carlabadt last summer and returned 
in August He played a five nights 
engagement In Milwaukee and fioni 
there went to Chicago. 

His last appearance on the stage 
was lu that city. On the night Sept 
29, 1884, wliilc performing as Spar- 
tacus in "The Gladiator," his condi- 
tion was so bad that tbe curtain was 
dropped at tbo end of tbe second a. l. 
Ho wa.s painfully incoherent and 
wandering, and his attempts to col- 
lect himself was mo(t painful. He 
gradually grew worse until Ihe pres- 
ent, occasionally improving a little, 
but bis friends always believed tbere 
could be no complete recovery. 

McCullongli was born in Cole- 
raine,couniy Antrim,Ireland,Nov. 13. 
1833, being almost Ufly-two vear.s of 
age. He came to America in 1841!

He is very reticent as yet on 
llic tariff question, but when spoken 
to on the subject intimates that the 
bill which will be aobmitted will be 
carried through wIthontXail. 

But comparatively few of tbe many 
letters directed to the heads of the 
several departments are ever seen by 
those august personages. The letters 
are usually opened by an employe 
detailed for that purpose, and those 
of a iiersonal iialiirc inspected by tlio 
Chief Clerk of tlu; Department, who 
makes such disposilion of them as to 
him seems proper. If a letter is 
found to be of a strictly i>ersonal 
nature or of unusual Importance it is 
referred to the head of Iho depart- 
ment for his personal consideration. 
Some of the many office seekers have 
gotten wind of the fact and being 
determined not to be outwitted, haVe 
resorted to the shrewd practice of 
affixing a apeolal delivery stamp to 
the envelope containing their peti- 
tion, thus ensuring tho prompt de- 
livery of the valuable document Into 
tho hands of the honorable geullemao 
himself. The si i vice bas been avail- 
ed of to such an extent for this pur- 
pose, that one of tho Cabinet OOicors 
has directed his special clelivory mail 
lo bo delivered al tbe oltice like all 
other mail matter, and if it bo receiv- 
ed alter ollice hours to bold it till the 
following day. So it will be seen 
that the appointing power is as deter- 
mined and shrewd aa the office seeker. 

Tho architect of tlic Capitol reports 
that the building has been thorough* 
ly ovi^ithaulied and rei>airad, knd the 
ventilation of the Senate Obanbei; 
greatly improved. He also state* 
that the mode of lighting tha oloak 
room, lobblee and atairwaya with the 
Edison electric lighthas proved high- 
ly aatisfiptory, and he neo^^l^^^ 



that the incandescent light be adopt- 
ed for tho restaurants and all other 
part* of thu building whei-e artitlcial 
light is needed -during the day. This 
light 1* already u«ed in many of the 
departmental bnlldings. Thu gov- 
ernment pays thousands of dollars a 
month to the gas company lor light- 
ing the interior of the buildings, and 
its gas bill is a source of big revenue 
to the only gas house monopoly iliat 
exists here. To give an idea of ibe 
aminiiit paid by tbe government for 
the use of gas, a curtail of iflKX) baa Just 
been made in one building— tho Stale, 
Waraiid Navy Department— hy stop- 
ping the use of gas »iovcs for heat- 
ing some of tbe rooms during the 
cool fall montlis of the year. 

The electric light companies are 
making a strong cfTort to Induce the 
Government to adopt their light for 
all tho public buildings and parks in 
the city, and it M thought that it will 
not be long before they succeed. 

The SSth birthday of the Mikado 
was celebrated on Wednesday by the 
Japanese Legation giving a dinner to 
Ihe PreaiiMnt'* Cabinet, and in the 
evening entertaining the Diplomatic 
Corps at Willard's. The Japanese 
Minister, in his full insignia of other, 
sat at the head of the table, with Hon.

New VoiiK, Nov. (i.— A Washing- 
ton special to tlio Post say^ : The 
lostofllce department has received 
eiiers from all parts of thc| country, 
which Indl^te that many of the 
fourth-class postmasters who haVo 
been roiuovou are ciidea\ (iriiig in all 
possible ways to reduce tho salaries 
of their succesburs. Their luclhod 
lias been to purchase stamps in large 
auantitios ab seil: them to their 
toriiicr patrons at a bargain deiiosi- 
tiiig the loiters themselves in tlic pos- 
al car. In ollii es where llie annual 
salaries are regulated bv the amount 
ot business transacted this practice 
has a serious effect. One postmaster 
n a Western state has had the in- 
come of his- office cut down $300 by 
what he reports to Ibe dcpartiuent 
as the malice of bis predecessor. 
Many of these outgoing postmasters 
havo kept within the strict letter of 
the law, but some have violated tho 
law, and the department proposes to 
prosecute these. Prosecutions in a 
iiiinbor of cases will at once be or- 
dered. The slory seems improbable, 
but is given as a fact. It is stated at 
the postofflcedeptrlQif Dl that a nnm 
her of AXirtU'elue poMmasters have 
cceived their appolutmoiits upon 
forged .endoraements.

llio hope of getting a picture of the 
lurilorcr. Tbere will be some who 
will laugh at Ihb, and yot the crimi- 
nal annaU of Paris contain a well- 
autboiiticatod case of the detection of 
a murder by thin means. An old 
shemist iianied l.ufarge bad a j oiiiig 
and |iri'lly wife, lie also bad a 
yoiitif,' ami ;,'ooil-lookin}; aiiprciilico. 
(Jiie iiioriiiiig the old husband went 
into his wile's room and found lu r 
lyinif upon tho bed dead, her eyes 
staring;, tongue protruding, and the 
iieek beai'lnj; marks of strangulation, 
lie rail to the room of a pbotogra- 
plier who boarded in the family, and 
lold liiiii of his frightful discovery, 
l lie hitter at onco proposed, betore 
inlelligeuce of the murder was Im- 
parted to the police, to photograph 
tho dead woman's eyes.
